riners then, what legions of rebels may we looke for now? Where 
oljes. forifever, itis needfull to preſſe divine law upon us. Bur ( will 
ſome ſay) to be ſo ſtrict isa thing ſo difficult. 1 anſwer: 
> Firſt thereforeit requireth your greater heedfulnes , and to be ſo 
much the more circumſpect. 
Secondly, were it not hard to doe, it were lefle praiſe-worthie to 
doe, bur being difficulr, ic will argue the more ſpirit in thee, 
Thirdly , it ſufficeth that it is poſſible in ſume meaſure to doe 
Euangeclically, if we be carcfull : to that the difficultie is not ſo ab- 
ſolute to excuſe us. 
Fourthly, ſome practiſe & proofe of holy reſolution will make

way. Only be ſtrong , and verte couragious, Ioſ.1. TY 


haunds be Hrengthued,and be ye valiant. 2 Sam. 2, Be of good 
courage, and let us play the men for our people , and for the cit= 
ties of our God. 2 Sam.10,12 But of this by the way, The 
conſequent part of the words, and that which is of grea- 
teſt conſequence, is that which he warnes them of , when 
they draw forth. In theſe words, then keepe thee from everie 
wicked thing. Then | at that time eſpecially keepe thee ] be- 
ware, take heede : The Hebr, may anſwer here to @pzpim, 
a militarie word uſed for guarding, ſee Ph/.4,7. the peace I 
of God ſhall keepe , @pgpyre ſhill guard your hearts 1 Perry, 
1,5. kept bythe power of God (@pzpxuives )guarded, So when 
| Moſes bids them keepe themſclues, it is ſuch a keeping,as is 
\a moſt ſpeciall guarding of themſelues: it may anſwer alſo 
to that other word wpooix@, ſometime of the ſame ſignifi- 
cation-in our S4viours Sermons. From everie Wicked thing] 
{dhabbary] is both a Word and a Worke or buſines. And then, 
here is forbidden, wickednes in word or in deed , whether 
morall or ceremoniall, as afterward, There be two ſorts of 
evill things , ascvill aire , yll dyet, cold, heat, in their ex- 
treames, & this naturall diſcretion ſh:weth a man to keepe 
himſelfe from, and no neede was there to ſpeake hereof, 
for as everic thing doth naturally ſecke it good, ſodothit 
avoide the contrarie. 2, There is the evill of {iane, & that 
is it, which is here forbidden : and firſt he bids them be- 
ware of evill, and ſecondly to beware of all cvill. The ob-

mutt then eſpecially take heede of ſinne. Evill is to be taken -4j 
heede of alwaies ; we haue no libertie at one time to be ;4 
more free for ſinn,then at other times ſimplic. Gods word : 
doth never conniue at our extravagancies and excurſions 
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to evill. Sine is alwaies perillous, & full of danger to our 
ſoules and bodies ; Sinzealway ſtandeth in our light,and is 
a croſle barre in our wayes; there neyer.came good of ſin 
at any time, But there are ſome times of more ſpeciall in- 
terdiction, and of worſe conſequence if we //», and when 
there ought to be ſtricteſt watch againſt evi//. At ſome 
times it may be more perillous, doe more ſcath and mil- 
cheife. For it might be here objeed ; why then at other 
times we need not care, or be ſo cautious againſt evz//, Not 
ſo, but the meaning is, though at all times we are to looke

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to our ſclues, yetat this time, when we goe to warre, cſpe- 


cially, And take heede to -your ſelues (ſayth Chriſt)/eaſt at any 
time your hearts be overcharged With ſurfeting, and druncken= 
nes , and cares of this life , and ſo that day come upon you una= 


Wares, Take hcede (ſayth he) /ea## at any time : He giveth 


no time of finning. Warch ye therefore and pray alwaies , as 
our S4vienr addeth. 

Abraham when he came home from the warres,accord- 
ing to his yowe, kept himſelfe from medling with the 
goods of that k;-g , which to haue received , had beene a 
wicked thing, Sce 7efn.6,18, And you in any Wiſe keepe your 


ſelues from the accurſed thing (all ſinne is an accurſed thing ) 


leaſt ye make your ſelues acenrſed , When ye take of the accurſed 


thing , and make the campe of Iſrael a curſe and trouble it. 


2 Sam.11,11. Yriahſayd unto David,The arke and Iſrael and 
Tudah abide in tents, and my Lord Ioab, and the ſervants of my 
Lord are encamped is the open field , ſhall I then goe into mine 
bouſe,to eate,and to drinke,and 10 lye with my woe : 45 thow li- 
veit,and as thy ſoule liveth, I'Wv1ll not doe this thing, Whoſo- 
ever failed therein, he would not, though things in them- 
{clues notunlawfull,onely at that time unſeaſonable. The 
reaſons are manie and weightic, why we ſhould then for- 
beare ſinne aboue all. | F

The firſt is, leaft evill weaken us before our Enimies, & 
ſo we become a fit prey unto them, in the juſtjudgment of 
God. Sinne takes away thoſe ſpirits, that life,that heart from 
men,which ought to be in them at ſuch times. Meſ.4,11. 
Wine and frong drinke , and Whoredome "take aWvay the heart. 
In the 20 of Deuz. they are bid not to feare, but ſin & wic- 
kednes doth juſtly diſanimate. Nothing in the world doth 
ſo emaſculate a man(& as it were unman him) as //» doth, 
Sin will cut our ſinewes, and diſioint us, wholly enfeeble, 
and Jifarme us in the ſight of our enemies. Exod. 32, 25. 
2 Chr.28,19, the people wete made naked before their eni- 
mies. [pharang] is to ſtrip or draw off, uncover, What,did 
Aaron or ludah take thcir armour from them ? in no wile, 
but had occaſioned Ged ( for the finne they cauſed them to 
commit) to take his armour of defenſe from them, Stript 
them they had in a manner,of Gods wonderfull and migh- 
tic proteCtion , and fo they were as a people ſtark naked. 
Their defenſe & proteQtion was gone from them, as is ſaid 
Num.14,9. Feare them not, they are bread for us : their defenſe 
z5 departed from them, the meaning is, Ged had left them for 
their wickednes, and ſo they became naked,and as weak as 
water. Deprived they were of the power and providence 
of Almightic Goa, for that time. Though we haue no de- 
fenſe in the world,if we haue Gods proteQion , & hisarme 
over us, we want no furniture and covering: on the other- 
ſide,if we haue all outward fenſe, wanting God; proteQion, 
We ate but bare and open to our enimies, 

Secondly , we cannot do evill then , without great pre- 
ſumption , inaſmuch as we haue leaſt time to repent us of 
any evill done. Our dayes are never of the longeſt. What is 
your life ? ſayth Iames, it is euen 4 vapour,Which appeareth for 
4 litle time, and then it vaniſheth, It our lines be alwaics ſo 
momentanic , much morc when we goc with the hoſt 

C againſt 
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againſt ourenimies. Souldiers are ſpecially mortes fipend;. 
' ary, We neede not proue unto you the evidence of this , 
which experience in the wars doth ever ſhew : yet for our 
remembrance,looke upon theſe places of Scripture, where 
you ſhall ſee the hazards of the wars, Dex7.20, 5,6,7. order 
is giuen for ſuch and ſuch to returne,& the reaſon is, from 
verie great likelihood, leaſt they dye in bartell. Tudg.o, 17, My 
father(fayth he) fought for you,and adventured his of far. So 
that,the life of a man in the wars is in the greateſt perill, & 
venture that may be : 2 Sam.11,25. The ſword devoureth one 
as Woell as another, Chap. 1 5,21.Surely,in What place my Bord 
the King ſball be, Whether in death or life,there Will thy ſervant 
be. 18,3.Thou ſbalt not goe forth((aid the people to the king) 
for if we flee aWvay, they Will not care for ws, neither if half of us 
die , Will they care for us, &c. by all which we may ſee the 
continuall hazards we arc in : at that time we carrie our 
lives in our hands, and there is but a ſtep betweene us and 
death, What time will there be, or place for repentance, 
in caſe we doe, eſpecially if we will, finne, Thento ſinne 
muſt needs be a ſinning, With a high hand, and preſumptu- 
ouſly, when we know, that for that, and other reaſons, we 
ought then to ſinne leaſt, 

Thirdly, how heynouſly was God offended with the 
whole hoſt of 1ſ74e! and 7oſua for the ſinne of Achay, of. 6. 
and Num.25, with all the people, yea with the Heads, v.45. 
Take all the heads of the people,& hang them up before the Lord 
again#t the Sunne,&c. Num. 16. And they fell upon their fa- 
ces & ſaid, O God, the God of the ſpirits of all fleſn,ſhall one man 
Gnne, and Wilt thou be Wroth With all the Congregation ? 

Fourthly,becauſe it is the greateſt honour, when the oc- 
eaſions are greateft,to be abſtemious from ſinne, At other 
times perhaps, we haue not that freedome of our {clues, 


we cannot alwaics do the evill we would, we arepent and

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* a man, when occaſions come upon thee, thy reſolution and

walled in perhaps, then if we do no evill, it is nd maryail, 
but when the dote is open , as it were , and we have more 
oportunitie to ſinne abroad, then not to ſinne, is a greater 
elorie, Asit isa greater grace to abſtaine from druncken- 
nes and ſurfeting at feaſts & meetings, when the occaſions ; 
will be more, becauſe of more freedome and plentie of the - {3 
creatures, & becauſe of the vile provocations through pro- | 
phane healths, which one or other commonly puts afoote. 

And change. of p/ace brings change of objezFs. AHchan had 
not had the occaſion but there where he was,to haue play- 
ed the thief, And for Achax to abſtcine at other times, was 

no praiſe to Acban,but then to haue forborn, had been his 

glorie. If :hou faint i in the day of adver(itie (or,if thou art re- 

miſle in the day of frcights) thy ſtrength is ſmall, ( or, nar- 

row is thy vertue) Prov.24, 10, If thou ſheweſt not thy ſelf 


courage is but weake. 

Fifcly,he that hath power over himſelf abroad, will un- 
doubtedly keep him ſelfat home, Let a man liue ſober, « - 
godly, and righteou/t abroad, and ſuch a one ſhall be fafer ** - 
from cvill doing at home. 4 

Sixtly and laſtly, we ſhould ſo minde our calling ( hos 4- 
gere)and be ſo employed and exerciſed, fo intent and taken 
up therein, as to finde no leaſure to ſinne. 

This ſerues for complaint, for (alas!)when are we more 
ſinfull, we runne into forbidden evill, becauſe it is forbid- 
den,and then eſpecially,when it is moſt forbidden. So ma- 
I;gnant is our nature,ſuch peccant humours are we repleat 
of,unleſle purged with a great deale of grace. It is this doth 
aggravate our {inn, that we then ſin moſt, when & whete- 3 
in we ought to {in leaſt. Weare (infull enough at home, he 
but when we are gone forth with the hoſt, to fight againſt 4 
the common adycrlarie,then then we are exceſliuef& fall 
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together by the cares, & fight unmanly one with another, 
then we ring of prophanenes,then towne and countrie, & 
all places where we come, arc filled with the noiſe and cla- 
mour of our evils, our drinking,and drabbing, & ſtabbing, 
and pillaging without reſpeC of perſons. I wiſh we might 
not ſpeake ſo often of thele things, Tis no pleaſure to us, 
to grate your cares with the unpleaſant and harſh ſound 
hereof. Yet,as he that will haue his ſores cured, muſt ſuf. 
fer them to be touched, yea ſometime launced : ſo, if you 
will hane theſe evils healed, you muſt heare of them, and 
fometime with bitter reproofe to them, 

Is this to keep us from evill,to run into the wilfull and 
headie praQtiſe thereof, #5 the horſe ruſheth into the battell ? 
And is it not ufually ſcene , that manie come ſober and ci- 
vill at leaſt,to the warrs : but when once the hoſt is gone 
forth, and they with it, they do as much forget goodnes,as 
though they had never knowne, or beene where it grew. 
And yet ſome of them, hauc had good education, graue in- 
ſtruions, ſweet plantations, and haue ſproute up with the 
bloſſomes of hope : ſome of them haue had religious care- 
fall parents, whg haue ſown them with the tceds of mora- 
litie toward men, true pictic toward God, who yet, when 
they betake themſclues to the warres, looſe all civilitie , all 
frugalitie, | 

Secondly,let this admoniſh you to looke better to your 
{clues, for keeping your ſclues from ſinne, as at all times, 
ſo inthe Campe,eſpecially. - Haue ſpeciall care, when the 
hoſt goeth forth to battell againſt your enimie, to doe no 
wicked thing. Take ye therefore(fayth Moſes) Dent.4,15.go0d 
beed unto your ſelues,leaſt you corrupt your ſelnes. So, be more 
then ordinarily carcfull, that no unſecmely thing be done 
by you,or any of you,at that time aboue all other. Lay all 
thoſe forcſaid reafons before you , and conſider well what 

argu- 
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arguments diſſwaſiue they may be unto you, from ſinne 
and wickednes, when weare come out with the hoſt to 
war, And firſt , remember how it may weaken your 
hands,enfeeble your hearts,{o that when you ſhal think 
our ſelues, in a manner, bewitched, it is nothing but ſixne 
ath done it. 1eſ.; z, 14. The ſinners in Sion are afraid , fear- 
fwlnes hath ſurprized the hypocrites, And that, which is your 
weakenes,ſhall proue your enimies {trength, not the ſing 
which they do,who know no better, but the fins which 
you do, The danger of {in is not ſmall,the prophet Mo- 
ſes would dehort them from it, as fro a thing moſt per- 
nicious. Sin is deadly & hurtfull,tn as much asit takes a- 
way our ſtrength from us, & giveth ſtrength to the en;- 
micagainſt us, You know, how cafily 1ſrae! was vanqui- 
ſhed by the fin of 4chav. Balaamand Balak would have 
wiſhed no more, then that 1/rae/ might haue been more 
inſnared with ſin, whereby they ſhould ſoone haue felt 
alteration, Six cutteth off our locks, as Dalilah did Sam- 
pſons.Sin is as poyſon, which whena man hath taken in,his 
haire, his nailes fall off, & teeth looſen in his head : Such 
a poylſon is fin to the bodie ofan Arm, to the heart 
of man,it maketh all ſtrength to fall from him,& whot- 
ly diſſolveth him in a manner. It islike the fiſh Torpedo, riavin us; 
which with her deadly,& Narcotick force, benummerh w# 
the hand of him, who commeth near to catch her, Ina 
word, itislike the Remors , which beyondadmiration 
ſtayes our courſe, as Caius the Emperonrs ſhip , when the SIDAIT 
whole fleete went forward; which while they won- cp. "HF. 
dred at,and ſearch was made,they found that lirtle crea- ; 
ture cleaving to the Rudder, Is that it /quoth he) with 
indignation, that withholds me? It is ſtoried of the 7ewes 
that while they ſinned not, they proſpered, Becanſe God j,y;g. g: 
(Gith that Ammonitiſh captain) who hateth iniquitie was with 16, G6, 
| C3 then 
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them. But, when they departed from the way he ſet them 
in, hey Were deſtroyed, led captiue,had their temple caft downe, 
And now one thing(ſayth he) hall be their ruine,if there be any 


fault by ſinne again#t God in this people, enen this ſhall be their- 


ruine,let us go up, for We ſhall foile them: but if there be no ini= 
quitie among thenXthat is, if they haue kept themſclues fro 
eycric wicked thing) /et my Lord (ſayth he to the Generall) 
paſſe by,for We can prevaile nothing, They Will hane the honour, 
and ve ſhall eve by the ſhame, For which ſpeech he hardly 
eſcaped with his life. To apply this, when you goe out up- 
on ſervice, know nothing in the world can impede & pre- 
judice you, but ſinne, that you may keep your ſelues from 
evill, when the hoſt gocs out to war. As when nature ſtri- 
veth with a diſeaſe, we wil not weaken it. by more diftem- 
pering our bodies, with what may wrong them, but will 
keep our ſelues within compaſle , according to the whole- 
ſome rules of phylick : ſo, when we ſtriue with the com- 
mon adyerſarie, we ought to keep our ſelues within com- 
paſſe, according to the wholſome rules of Gods word. Some 
things there are, we ſhun, which would not do us halfe the 
harm, which yet we cannot ever avoid,as yll weather, ſick- 
| nes, fire, water. There be other things againe, to wit, our 
ſirnes,far worle, & more pernicious, which we may avoid, 
it we would, 

Secondly, remember how preſumptuouſly you ſinne, & 
with an extream high hand ; when you ſin now, when as 
you know you ought to fin leaſt, not being ignorant what 
litle ſpace thou mayſt haue,or noneat all, for grace and re- 
pentance. If thou wilt put forth thine hand toevill, thou 
mayſt be dead, before thou ſhalt haue a heart to conſider,or 


 pKin,22,34 tUMc to ſay; Lord, what haue i done ? Ahab was ſlaine by a 


w drawn at aventure,and ſmitten between the joints of 


bus harnaſſe, when he litle thought of any ſuch thing, _ 
Teſs 
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Teſus the ſonne of Ananns (as Nſephnus makes mention) going cy iu 
about the walls,in the ſeige of 7eruſalem, with a ſtone ſhot cop. ca. 
from out an Engine, was ſodeinly killed, I note it, not as 
wonder, but giue inſtance of a thing, though ordinarie, yet 
worthic to be made uſe of. 
Thirdly, remember that if Ged were ſo offended with 
others, and a people as well beloved as we, for one or two 
evils,that he will not be well pleaſed with us, except we be 
more carefull then they were. He is angrie at ſin alike inal. 
Fourthly;remember what an honour this will be to you, 
to keep your ſclues from evill, when you haue the greateſt 
ſions to run into evill, You muſt not thinke to make 
", who can ina /eager keep himſelf from the 
common evils? I confeſle it is hard; but ſo mi1ch the rather 
ſhouldſt thou keep thy ſelf from doing evill,if thou reſpe&t 
thine own honour, which then is ſcen moſt, when the oc- 
eaſions,to haue been wicked, were not the lcaſt.. It is a te- 
ſtimonie,of the greater meaſure of grace in thee, 
Fiftly; remember to keep thy (clf from evill abroad, and 
thou wilt-with leſfle difficultic do it at home, that ſo both 
abroad and at home,it may be well with thee,and God may 
bleſſe thee. 
Laſtly; remember that oe thine is neceſiarie, thy calling, 
thy employment, which for the moſt part ſhould ſo take rate ro, 
up thy thoughts, that thou ſhouldſt not hauc time to doe 
evill, 0bj.But muſt we haue no time to recreate our ſelus? _.. F 
|. Yes, but not with ſin. He that faith there is a time for het 
all things under the ſunne Fecleſ.. 3. doth ſpeak of no time *%®- 
allotted for ſin, becauſe ſinne muſt be done at no time. He 
devideth time between ſundrie ſortsof things, but he devi- 
deth none between good employment, andevill praQtiſe, 
Toſhew,that we ſhould be ahvaics doing ſomewhat, where 
of ſome good may come, never doibg any thing, which - 
O 
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of a nature evill in it ſelf, or of evill conſequence. 
Keep thee,(ſaith Moſes) from evill, when the hoſt goes forth, 

Firſt, he ſpake of the genera bodice, then of the particular, 

The particular leſle carefull of himſelf, to keep himſelf fro 

evill, bur giving libertic to himſelf, draweth on the general, 

Sin is of a ſpreading nature: and when one goeth before,

requires your diligence & care, not to run into evill. Who 

will madly run into aditch or well, and yet ſay,-de/iver us 

om evi/? We muſt thinke ne to be to us,as the forbid- 

den fruit to 4d1m,which he might not cat of, upon pain of 
| death, We muſt let ewz// be to us,as the hony to them 15am. 
14. which Saz/too ftriftly forbad his ſouldrers to meddle 
withall. $i7ne muſt be to us,as the wineto the Rechabzres, 
abominable to ſip of, Yea,we muſt keep our ſelues,& eve- 

rie one his brother, as near as is poſſible, for that ſinn we 

may keepe others from,and do not, becommeth our {inne. 

The Mpo#tle bids us , not to partake in other mens {inns : 

: then do we partake in other mens ſinnes,not onely, when 
; we joyne with them, but when we doe not, (if it Iyc in us) 
hinder them from evill. And theevill which any doe, by 

our connivence, ſhall trouble us, as well as them , perhaps 

more. And fuch as arc in place muft watch & keep others 

13 from evill,as much as in them is, {and much is in them to 
'4 | do, a great deale more then they do) viſit their unlawfull 
= haunts,and haue a vigilant cyc,to them. And oneanother 

muſt we keep by good counſell, by forbearing to joine in 
evill,and by diſcovering intended evil], But eſpecially, let 7 
everie man keepe himlclf, lcaſt we be exemplarie to others ; 
inevill, & fith a mans own good,ſhould chiefly be tendred J 
by himſelf, 1 Theſ.4,4,5. This is the Will of God , enen your 
ſantiification , that ye ſhould abſetuine from fornication. a 
1 Theſ, 
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 1Theſ.5,22, Abiein from all appearance of evill, 1Pet,2,9.1 


beſeech you as pilgrims and ſtrangers, abH#eyn from fleſhly luſts. 
1 7im,5,22. Keepe thy ſelf pure, and in another place, 17m, 
4 16. Take heede unte thy ſelf, Iam. 1. to keep himſelf, un- 
ſpotted of the World, is pure religion. Inde 23, hating enen the 
arment ſpotted With the fleſk; And Rev.18, touch no unclean 
thing. hold all ſin for unclean, to keep thy ſelf from it, _ 
And that we may do thus the better , conſider briefly , 
what meanes may be uſed by us. The means may be reduced 
to this method and order : viz. they are cither gezera//or 
ſpecial, Of the former ſort, is to gird to ones ſelf the whole 
armour of God. Fph.6,14. And of that armour, to remem- 
ber the ſword, which is the Word of God, and ſpecially ſuch 
places of the Scriptures, as this, and the like before. And let 
thy heart, be the ſheath of this ſpirituall (word. Pſa/,119,11. 
I haue hid thy word Within my heart , that I might not ſinne 
againſt thee. | 
Secondly, thinke of prayer, which though it be no pro- 
per piece of that armour, yet neceſlarily belongs thereunto, 
With prayer join yvowes, from a reſolved ſpirit. Pray,I ſay, 
to Goa,to keepe thee, as the prophet er. 17, 14, to God do 
thou pray for his grace, The Lord is faithfull, Who ſhall ftabliſh 
y0u,C7 keep you from evill, 2 Theſ.3,3., And his graceis pow- 
erfull 1 Per.1,5. to guard thee, Forget not vowes, which is 
the bond of the ſoule. Num. 30,3. And the Greek word ivy, 
is both a prayer,and a vow in ſenſe, and we ſhall do well ro 
joyne them together in practiſe, þ 
Of the latter ſort of means, to wit , the particular, are 
theſe four, which follow. The firſt is,to look to the heart, 
and to the verie firſt rilings of evill there. The heart is the 
fountain, Other evils lye without you, but the evils of ſin 
lye within you, in Ambuſcado, cuen in our veric hearts. 
Salomens counſel is, Pro. 4. Aboue all keepines keep thy heart.

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Let not thy heart conſent, nor giue it leaue, to thinke of 
evill,and thy hand ſhall never a& any unworthy thing. | 
Secondly; keep from outward occaſions,and make a co- 
venant with thine eyes. And if thou wilt indeed keep thee 
from wickednes, keep thee from Wicked companie. Prov, 1, 
10, If thou be a child of wiſdome , heare the wholeſome 
counſel of thy mother, ſaying: My ſon, if ſinners intice thee, 
conſent thou not, If ſtill they urge thee (as ſin isimpudent , 
and importunate,and will hardly be ſaid nay)& lay wer. 11, 
Come With us,let us lay Wait for blood, &c. wer.14. Cait in thy 
tot among us, let us all haue one purſe. My ſonne , Wwalke not 
thou in = Way With them, reffaine thy foot from their path: for 
' pheir feete runne to evill.&c, There is no more diueliſh oc- 
caſion to all wickednes, then wicked & vicious company, 
Thirdly, betake thy ſelf to the oppolite good thing, or 
buſic thy ſelf in wel-doing, about thy calling, gexera/,, as a 
Chriſttan, in prayer, in reading profitable books, arvine or 
politiquewhen thy leaſure ſerues thee, not in thoſe bawdy 
and wicked Playbooks, or Amorous toyes, the ſcumme and 
ſcurf of ſcald and ſcabby heads,as one calleth them. 
Particular, in the place that thou art in. And ſomtimes 
unbend thy ſelf thou mayſt to the moderate exerciſe of 
ſome lawfull recreation. 
Fourthly; labour for a greater meaſure of Gods fear, What 
is the reaſon we arc ſo headlong in ſin, and ſo, voide of all 
| care, but the want of this grace ? There is a ſlaviſh fear, and 
a fear filiall:if it be but from a ſlaviſh fear that thou fears to 
do evill,to avoid puniſhment, which will certainly follow 
thy (in {for be ſure thy ſenne will finde thee out, Num.3 2,23. 
And the Fipend of ſin is death. Rom.6,2.3. And if you line in 
the Works of the fleſb you ſnall dye, Rom, 8, 14.) ecuen that is 
ſomewhat,and ſhall leflen thy puniſhment in hell. If it be 
from a filiall fear and reſpeRt , that withholds thee, it is ſo 
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much the better, that like a childe, the loue of thy Fa- 
ther, mixt with an awfull fear of his diſpleaſure, reſtrei- 
neth thee. Were ſuch a fear,or any feare of God before 
our eyes,& in our hearts,it would keep us from a great 
deale of (in, It would rye our tongues from lyings, ſlan- 
ders and falſe accuſations,from hideous blaſphemies, which 
flye up & down among you,from qr ves Would 
binde our hands from revenge,& ſhackle our feet, from - 
running toany evill whatſoever. But this fear of God 
being away,(as itis from the moſt) we make no ſcruple, 
no conſcience,no matrer of any wicked thing or word. 
If thou hadſt the fear of that glorious God, whole order 
thisis, which is here given, thou wouldſt not dare to 
put forth thy hand to evill. Compare Mal. z, 5. with 
Rom.3,14--.18, and there may be ſeenc that the want of 
Gods fear,is the cauſe why me dare do any wickednes, 

. The ſecond thing to be notedhere, is, that this pro- 
hibition is abſo/ute,and wniver ſall,to forbeare all evill, T hen 
keep thee from everie wicked thing, or, from all. Obſerv. 2. 
eMen muſt keep themſelues from all and everie cvill, when the 
hoſt goeth forth.&c. There is a twofold prohibition from 
evill, as one ſheweth, The one abſolute,and ſimple: as to 
blaſpheme, to lye , which are directly againſt Gods na- 
eure, which we. may inno wiſe doe, upon any termes 
whatſoever, The other reſpectiue; as not to kill, work 
on the Sabboth, plunder, burne, and fire houſes, and 
corne, which things God himſelf doth ſometime, and is 
lIawfull to be done againſt an enimie, The evill weare 


here forbidden,is of the former nature, in mannersand 


behaviour, from all which we areto abſteine. 


When Adam was in paradiſe, God gaue him theliber- Ge 2,16, 


tic ofall trees in thegarden,except the tree in the midſt *7* 
of the ſame, which he enjoyned him notto _— Al-

caſe, God allowes no tree of {in to be approached unto: 
he hath exempted us from everie one. Lev.r8,24. Defile 
not your ſelues in any of theſe things. and 2 Cor. 13, 7, I pray 
od (ayth the Apoſtle) rhat ye do no evill,not that ye ſhould 
appeare approved, but that ye ſhould do that which ts hone#t.exc. 
The reaſon is , Gods hatred, & minde, doth go againſt 
evill univerſally ; allas well as any; who therefore hath 
forbidden all evill in the morall Law. Andain the 14 v. 
here following, God muſt not ſe any uncleines inthem. 
Secondly;Conſcience,where it is of cvill,as it is evil, 
forbeareth one as well asanother, everie one,as well as 
any one : for conſcience is #niverſall in good or cvill, 
Conſeft. Hence then you ſee,that we would not haue 
you more preciſe and ſcrupulous in your cariage, and 
converſation among men, then Gods word would have 


you; wherein you ſce no diſpenſation, for any wicked

laſt day. We dare giue you no more libertie, then thar 
doth; and wiſh, that you would take no more. | 
But let us enquire, what evils ſpecially of all evils,we 
are to forbeare, And ſome ſpecies and particulars contey- 
ned under this zererall. 
| Firſt; thou muſt keepe thee from thoſe evils in par- 
ticular which Gods word doth mention to be evils , and 
wicked things, more ſpecially, in his ſight; as namely : 
Violence,to thoſe we ought to offer no violence unto.See 
ry laces: Dext.2,4. a ſtrict PO 11 command 
thou the people [aying ; ye are to paſſe through the coa#t of your 
Perak 4. 11; <AF Ha Hb, _ / Wits meaddle 6-4 ith 
them. Deut, 20, 19, God would wor i them to doe violence 
fo the trees. Luke 3. 14. Doe violence to no man, oc. Pſal. 
62, 10. Davias ſpeech to his Souldiers ; Truit not in oppreſ-

In a word ; evil peaking is wicked, And that is under 
this Hebrew word, forbidden in the text, which ſignifieth 
Word, as well as thing ; keepe thee from everie evill Word , as 
well as keepe thee from everie Wicked thing. See Lev. 24,11, 
14. he that blaſpheamed (or,as the word ſignifieth, that pier- 
ced through) the Lord his name , all the Congregation ftoned 
him, | 

And, theſe be ſpecially the evils, when the hoſt goeth 
forth we are to keep our (clues from. And whatſoeverels 

is wicked : and thinke no evill to be too little to be eyed. 
Conſider him Nu.15,32; that having gathered ſticks up- 
on the Sabaoth day,he muſt be ſtoned without the Camp, 

Secondly; thou mult keep thy (elf, as from eyericevill & 
wicked thing, ſo from thy particular evilyhich is, the evil 
of ſinn thou art moſt by nature prone unto, David calleth 
it, bis iniquitie, Pſal, 18, 24. 1 Will keepe my ſelfe from mine 
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zniquitie, As everie wiſe and carcfull man will looke moft 
to that humour , which is moſt naturally predominant in 


him, and correc it. Pſal.39, 1. 7 ſajd, I Will take heed to my 


Wajes : and becauſe he might ſooneſt do amiſle With his 
tongue, he would ſo take heed to his wayes,that he would 
not offend with his. tongue , which he moſt feared, it 
ſemes : 1 Will keepe my mouth With a bridle. 

Conſed?. 2. Therefore againe, in caſe we haue fayled a- 
gainſt this caveat, & haue doneany evill, our hearts ſhould 
ſmiteus, for as much as we haue ſinned againſt the ex- 
preſſe charge of Gods word, And this is a ſigne of true 
grace,and of Goas good /þirit,and of a tender conſcience in 
a man, to feele the cvill he hath done. A man ofa tender 
ſtomack, or, who hath this or that grief about him, if he 
'venter to cat or drinke of a thing that is hurtfull, he ſhall 
preſently hear of it, in that part yll affeed : ſo, whoſoe- 
ver hath a true conſcience of all evill, having unhappily 
done any, drawn away of his own luſt, and entiſfed ; will 
 ſoone complaine thereof, David, when he had ſtretched 
out his hand againſt Sas/, the Lords anointed , the fat did 
not alittle perplex him, 

And thus much of this Caveat giuen the people, to for- 
beare evill, and everic wicked thing , when the boft eſpeci- 
ally is gone forth againſt the enimie, 

— Nowitfolloweth , that we conſider the words of the 
14 verſe. For the Lord thy God Walketh in the mids of thy 
Campe,to deliver thee,and to giue up thine enimies before thee: 
therefore ſhall thy Campe be holy, that he ſee no uncleannes in 
thee, and turne aWvay from thee, Which words, follow as a 
reaſon of the former, why they muſt doe no wicked thing 
in the hoſt. The 4rgument hath two things in it, to be ge- 
nerally noted :

Walketh] \mithallech , the forme of the word, noteth the 
frequencie ofthe ation, walking up and down , and as it 
were, to and fro, here and there, continually , like a dili- 
gent in/peftowr or overſeer. Tn the midſt thatis, among 
or within the Campe , as the para/e// phraſe elſewhere be- 
tokens ; not preeiſcly refpeAing the midſt, the heart, but 
the Campe generally. See Gen, 2.9. 3, 3, and23, 6. Gen. 
24, 3- for the meaning of this phraſe. | 
The firſt obſervation 7s ; that God hath his Wwalke among Oiſwo.z. 
s , Where We are encamped againſt his and our enimies, © * 
In the 20 chapter he is ſaid, to be with them, and to ac- 
companie them in their wars, 
Levit. 26, 11, 12, I Will ſet my tabernacle among you, and 
my ſoule ſhall not abhorre you, And, I'vill Walke among you, 
Chald. My Word ſhall walke among you, Compare it with 
Toh. 1, 1.) and will be your God, and yon ſhall be my 
people. Gods walke is eyeric where , He hath his paths in 
the ſea,and ſtrideth over the land. But he is ſpecially ſaid, 
to be in ſome places, As 7ſhua , lodged among his people 
Tef.8,9. ſo, Godencamps among his, and lodgeth in the 
midſt of them, «s 4 King in his armie, lob 29,25, ob com- 
pares himſelfe in the dayes of old , ſpeaking how it was 
wont to be with him in elder times, the years of his pro- 
| ſperitic, 
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ſperitie, when the light of God ſhined upon his tabernacle, 
fayth , he ſare chiefe in the gates, as a King in the armie, God 
walketh in the mids of his Camps, as a &7ze ih the armie,as 
the mightic Lord Generall, and Lord of hoſts and armies, like 
4 man of Wwarre. Exod. 15, 3. 

Conſett, 1. Doth the Lord God walkec in the mids of our 
Camps ? then ſhould we take him in. Doth he walke a- 
broad, as it were, and ſhall we let him alonc,and not ſceke 
to enjoy him ? oh,let him haue a roome in your hearts, in 
your tents and Cabins , he knocks, and would enter in to 
you, if you will open unto him. Yet I muſt tell you, God 
will notgocin to all. He will abhor to goc into Achans 
tent, for there lycth the accurſed thing, In the 16 of Num, 
26 ver, they are bid to depart the tents of the wicked ;. and 
will God himſelfe goc in to them ? #e will not goe into 
theſe filthic places, that areneſts, and cages of uncleane 
birds, and where no goodnes, no holynes dwelleth, no 
praycr, nor prayſing of him, no reading of his word, nor 
feare of his majeſtic reſideth : nothing but lewdnes, wan- 
tonnes, oaths, and all manner of impietic. Nay , God will 
turne away from ſuch, as followeth here in the words. If 
thy tent be a tent of wickednes and ſinne, God is a conſu- 
ming fire, and will ſcatter fire, and burne up the tents of 
wickednes, and the wicked in them. Purge ont therefore 
the old leaven, that the Lord may delight to come into us. 
But as there was no roome for Chriſt in the Inne : ſo 
doubt me, there is litle roome for Ged, in the tents and ta- 
bernacles of many of us. He walketh in the midſt of us, to 
{ce who will giuc him the beſt corner of his heart, the beſt 
entertainment in his tent, If ſome great man of worth and 
preſence ſhould make his walke continually among us, if 
we thought, he would vouchſafe to ceme in unto us, we 
would make him the beſt welcome we could : but there 

is not 
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is not the meaneſt of us , if by prayer we invite God unto 
as , though our tents be never ſo poore,to whom he will 
not eaſily vouchſafe to come, But we unkindely neglect 
' him, being naturally ſtrangers unto him Fpheſ. 4. Yetas 
the Spouſe in the Canricles tooke hold of Chri#?, and pulled 
him in : ſo take thou hold on God, and draw him in to 
| thee, But, there is no man , that calleth upon thy name , and 
that Hirreth up himſelfe to take hould of thee : as the Prophet 
complains ut 64. ſpeaking of God. CA quaint now thy ſelf 
With him,and be at peace, thereby good ſhall come unto thee, put 
aWay iniquitie far from thy tabernacle. ob 22.21. 
Secondly ; Is God walking among us ? therefore, we 
hauce, and ſce the more reaſon to keepe our ſelues from 
everie wicked thing,as before we heard, A mot efteCtual 
argument muſt this nceds be, to conſider him, who is invi- 
ſible, and hath his walke in the midſt of our Campe, for 
evcric man to binde himſelf to the good behaviour, As a 
King hath many times, his ſecretunknown pacings, inviſt- 
ble walkings among his ſubjects, and heareth all that they 
ſay, beholds all that they doc, and ſometimes, heares them 
ſpeake of things farre unmeete for them to interefle them- 
ſclues in; poſlibly ſpeaking treaſon, againſt his crown and 
dignitic, reviling his perſon, diſgracing him , or ſome of 
his,depraving his government, his ations or doings. And 
all this, with a ſilent care paſling it by, or els takes hold of 
them in the manner. Euen ſo doth God walke ia the mids 
of us, we ſee him not, a cloud coycting him, a Canopy 
overſhadowing him and his brightneſſe , leaſt we be con- 
ſamed by him, who ſceth and heareth, though we thinke 
not, . 
And, as in the third of Geneſis ; he was walking in the 
mids of the garden , when C1dam and Exe had hid them- 


ſclues, and called unto them ; ſo can he call unto us, what- 
| E ' ſoeyer 
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| ſoever weare about, whenſocyer we ſpeake, or do amiſſe , 
as he called ſodeinly to them three for ſpeaking evill of 
Moſes Num. 12, 1, 2, 4. And can hechule but heare us 
blaſpheaming his name, and tofling his glorious a#tributes 
up and down, in our unſanRified mouths? Shall not he, 
who walketh in the midſt of us heare our diſgracing his 
meſſengers , reviling his ordinances ? Can he chuſe but ſee 
our mſ-carriage and miſbehaviour toward him, and one 
toward another? Cannot he ſee one reeling in his filthi- 
nes of ryot and exceſle, in his drinke and vomit; another 
ſmiting with the fiſt of wickednes ? another idle, negligent 
in his ſerviee,or ſinfully employed ? Thou giveſt thy mouth 
70 evill, and thy tongue frameth deceit. Thou ſitte#t and ſpeak 
eſt againſt thy brother , and /landreſt thine owne mothers ſonne. 
Theſe things haſt thou done , and 1 kept ſilence, thou thoughteſt 
that I'Was altogether ſuch a one 4s thy ſelf : but I will reprove 
thee, and ſet them: in order before thee, Pſal. 50, 19. For the {| 
Wayes of man are before the eyes of the Lord , and he pondereth | 
all his goings. Prov.5.21. Mine eyes are upon all their Wayes, 
they are not hid from my face , nor is their miquitie bidde fom 
mine eyes, Ter. 16, 17, Thegreateſt incentuie to all good 
comportment and carriage, is this ; to remember, God is 
' walking before us, yo , he which made the eyes ſhall not he - 
fee ? he that made the eare ſhall not he heare ? Pſal. 94, If 
thy Prince or General/ were walking in the midft of us 
wouldſt thou dare to doc what thou doeſt, for evill, when 
thou dreameſt, he is not neare thee ? Offer this (fayth Ma- 
fachie) unto thy Prince, So,doe that which thou ſhoulſt not #\ 
do, before thy Prince, and ſee how he will take it at thy 
hands. And, ſhall the glorious God, of pure eyes walke up 
and down among us , and we boldly and preſumptuouſly + 
_ linne againſt him, juſt before him ? oh, ſet God before * 
you, But, ſayth David of the wicked, God is not in all their 
as thoughts 
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* The ( ampe Royall. 
thoughts. Let his reſped rule and ſway, in the heatts of us 
all, Stand in awe therefore , and ſine not. Pſilm. 4,4. He 
ſhall not neede to come downe (as according io men is ſayd 
of him) now,and ſce whether We haue done altogether af- 
ter the crye of our ſinnes, and if not, that he may know, 
Wherefore, doth the Lord walk in the midſt of our waies, 
of our walkes, of our Camps 2 what ſhould we be carefull 
todoe then ? but, to take heede to our wayes and walkes, 


that they be not to evill, but to walke before him , and be. 


upright, as he ſpake to AMbrabarm, Ger, 17. 1, and walke 
humbly with our God : Mich. 7, What doeth the Lord thy 
God require of thee,but to ſhevv mercie,@c., and to Wwalke hum- 
bly with thy God ? Let usneither doe nor ſpeake any more, 
then what we durſt doe or ſpeak before the Lord, who 
walketh in the midſt of our Camps, 

ConleR. 3, Then here may we performe ſervice to 
him, cuen in our Camps, where he is, where he treadeth. 
Tyed we are not to any remote place, to goe and worſhip 
the Lord, or if we would enquire at God, His arke in the 
mids of them 1 $42. 4. 5.6. was a Smbolicall ſigne of his 
preſence among them. And that he who Walketh iz the

mids of their armies. Here may we, here ought we,to ere 
and ſet up his worſhip. For this cauſe we finde the Lewzres 
were diſperſed among their Camps, and quarters, as we 
may read in Numbers and Toſhuah, And when Saul was in 
the field, the Lords Prieſt was with him, 1 Sam. 14. 3, And 
if indeed the Lord walk in the mids of our Carnps, let him 
haue his Sabaorhs ſanRified , and thoſe duetics performed , 
which he expeReth from us. Let him hauec his morn1ve , 
and exening ſacrifices among us. Oh, lct his walks {mell & 
ſavour with the reake of all good things done to him. And ' 
that-he may delight to be among us , let us, oh let us per-

This {ets before us an argument of Gods loue & pro- 
vidence, and careforhis, in being thus propitious to 
them in their wars,as to beamong them,tor ſo gracious 
an end, Here ſome may obje&; how is it then, they 0hja, 
are ſo often delivered, not from,but to their enimies, & 
in ſtead of having their enzmzes, their enimies have them: 
which 1[7ael oftentimes had expericnce of between E. 
cipt and Canaan, and afterward. See loſh, 7, They ſmote 
Iſraell even unto Shebarim, a place ſo called, from the 
mightie breach, which was made at that time. So in 
the 20 of Iudzes the Beniamites ſmote the Iſraelites once 
andagaine : and many times the people of God are put 
to the worſe, To which Ianſwer two waies. | 

Firſt, that ſo it may be foratime, but at the laſt God 1»; 
will make this good. Marke then the end, ſee what he 
hath doneat the ſecond, third or fourth bout, his peo= 
ple ſhall carrie it away at length , and haue the day. Se- 
condly, that at any time it falleth out otherwiſe then 
this ſeemes to promiſe them, is dy accident for his peo-. 
ples ſins, And ſo we muſt underſtand this with limita- 
tion, and qualified with this condition : if 1hat we be not 
in fault God is ever readie to help us and ſtand by us, ever 
prone and forward for our deliverance and victorie. 
When it is not according to this , the fault is in our 
ſclues. 04 that my people had hearkened unto me , _— 
haue walked in my wayes I (hould foone haue ſubdued 1897 eni- 
mies , and turned my hand againſt their adverſaries. The ha- 
ters of the Loyd ſhould ſoone haue ſubmitted themſelves unts 


him, but their time ſhould haue endured for ever, Pſal. 81, 13+ 
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Miles Chrifianms. 
Would we approue our waics unto God , amotig us he 
would walke to deliver us from our enimies, and them to 
us; but, if we will not,, but breake out to everie wicked 
thing, againſt his cxpreſſe word, among us he will be,but 
in judgment, to deliverus to ouradverſaries, and to the 
will of thoſe that hate us. /f they inne againſt thee , and thou 
be anerie With them (layth Salomon 1 King.8$.46, ) and deli- 
wer them to the Enimie,cc. Where we ſee, it is ſ/nne that 
makes Gods preſence fruitleſſe, and booteleſſe to us for 
good. It is not becauſe the Lord, who is armiporent, could 
not alwaies deliverus from our enimies, and giue them to 
us; but becauſe the Lord will trie us,and for that we proue 
him with our ſinnes, Or, Either we uſe not the meanes 
God would haue us uſe, and then God will not dcliver us, 
who ordinarily, not ſaue his people Without his people,that 
| 3s, without theirdiligence. Though the meanes and our 
induſtrie be nothing without God , yet is it his pleaſure, 
we ſhould not negle&t them, which when we doe, he will 
be nothing to us. He will hauc us up, and be doing , and 
leauc him to be at our Elbowes, to fall on and ſecond us. 
Or ſecondly,we truſt too much to the means, our hearts 
being too much ſet upon them , and hanging after them. 
We are apt,to thinke of our own ſtrength and policie, and 
not to regard God, whoſe power and providence it muſt 
be to deliver us from our enimies, & them to us. Whence 
many a day is loſt , and faire exploit vaniſht , many an in- 
glorious aſſault made upon us, to our juſt reproach. 

Secondly; we muſt then expett this in fayth, and in the 
appregention of God , and his 4:vine preſence among us, 
looke'tEbe delivered from our enimies, and not onely 
that, but have them fairly delivered unto us, be they never 
ſo many, ſo mightie, and warlike a nation. If God were 
in the midſt of their Camp, for this end,in metcic to reſcue 

| them, 
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them, andto giue upthoſe miſcreams their enimies un- 
to them , ſhould not this greatly encourage them Yin 
hope of vicorie? But, this is a fruit of in God, 
wherefore, looke unto me, and be ye ſaved, oh all the ends of 
the earth. tef. £553 220 I er. 
- And thus much for the firſt branch of theſe words : 
T he propoſition, touching Gods preſence among them, & walk- 
ing in their Camps to cover their heads. 
* Theſecond branch of theſe words, is the concluſion 
or conſequence, wherein note; firſt, an #rder: Second- 
ly, a reaſon of that order. 

The order is layd downe two wayes, af firmatinely , or po- 
ſ#:nely , touching holynes required : Therefore ſhall thy 
Campe be holy. Negatinely or privatiuely, againſt-unclean- 
nes. That he ſee no uncleannes in thee, The reaſon of the 
order, is from the dangerous cttect of this; Gods turning 
. «way from them, | 

We haue heard «Hoſes telling them of Gods preſence 
with them , now we ſhall ſce what ought to follow 
thereupon. 

therefore the Camp muſt not bs unclean. Wherehe ſpea- 
keth of the place, and of the men likewiſe, and the clean. 
es of the one, implies the purztie of the other, Of the 
place, their Camperound muſt be holy, There was a two- 
fold ſanititie : Ceremoniall and cMorall. 

The earth they lay upon muſt be ceremonzally cleane : 

Alſo their en het perſons muſt be morally holy. 

Notefurther,thatholynes may be eyther federal, or 
pradticall, Federally and by league, they werea holy 
people. Det, 7, 6. by dedication holy ; here is requi- 
red, that they be prattically holy,

bour to be holy, God would haut our Camps and leagers holy

Camps, and holy leagers. Oh (fayth Moſes ) if the Lord our 
God be among us; our Camps and tents ſhould be holy.But 
the Lord is among us, in the mids of us. Therefore ſhall 
your Camp be holy. According to that , Lev. 20,7. Saxuc- 
tifie your ſelues, and be ye holy, for Ithe Lord your God am holy, 
Where we haue a precept to be holy, and a reaſon, ihe Lord 

3 our God is holy, A Campe of Saints is mentioned Revel.20,9. 

+2 Thieſ4, Tt becometh all the Lords people to be holy, as he is holy, This 5s 
E the Will of God, your ſanttification, that ewerie one of y0u ſhould 
know how to peſitſſe his veſſel in ſar ification , and in honour, 
God would haue his people delight in holynes, as he him- 
ſelfe doeth. Holy they muſt bein all things, in their aſ- 
ſemblies and mectings, of what ſort, or for what cnd ſoe- 
ver; and holy in their Camps and wars. 

This was figuratiuely enjoyned : firſt, in their Waſhings 
verſe11. When the cuening commeth on , he ſhall waſh + 
himſelf, to wit, any man that was not cleane, by any oc- 
turnall pollution , he muſt goe out of the Campe, and not 
come within the Camp, till he was cleanſed. | 

Secondly ; by burying their excrements, verſe 12, Thou p 
ſealt haue a place Without the Campe , Whither thou ſhalt goe © 
's forth abroad, and thou ſhalt haue a paddle upon thy Weapon , 
oF - and it ſhall be, When thou Wilt eaſe thy ſelfe abroad , thou ſhalt 
F digge therewith , and ſhalt turne back and cover that Which 

cometh from thee, 
Reaſons for holynes in our Camps. The firſt reaſon is; | . 

PR» becauſe God can preſently ſmell out any unholynes , who 
21,  ? is of perfe ſight, /ea// he ſee ( ſayth Moſes) wncleannes in 

thee, As who ſhould ſay, God will quickly ſpyeit out, ha- 

ving pure eyes, nothing can hide it from him. And of 
perteCt ſent, if I may ſo ſpeake. 

Secondly ; that holynes may diſtinguiſh betweene our 
Enimics and us, without which we differ not from them, 
they #% 
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_ that Zeſay cryed out, he Was undone, chap. 6, 3, 5. becauſe 


The (ampe Royall, 41. 
they from us. For men theyare as well as we, ſuch wars 
like furniture they haue as we. And this ſhall difference 
more then any diſtance of place, or other qualities. Impu- 

ritie docth in a manner , make a confimilitude betweene 

them and us. See 7ef. 1, 10. they are called rulers of Ss- 
dome, and peopleof Gomorrah, becauſe though by na-- 
tion and profeſſion , they were lewes , and the people of 
Ged, yet in manners they were like Sodome and her neigh- 
bours. So Exch. 16, 3. 45, 46. Thy birth and thy nativi- 
ric is of the land of Canaan: thy father Was an Ammonite, and 
thy mother an Hittite, So that the impuritie of thoſe na- 
tions which they declared in their works, made them al- 
together like them. In this ſenſe Sanl was a Cuſbite Pſal.7, 

So that, nothing will diſtinguiſh ns from our enimies, but 
holyneſle onely, for want whereof, take away the itle of 

Gods people, we are as they are, And, our Camps, if ho- 
lynes reigne not in them, arc not the Camps of //-aclites , 
but of Phil;/tims, of Sodomites of Spaniards. 

Thirdly ; For our Camps and armies to be holy,would 

make our enimies bluſh and be aſhamed ; yea, would da- 
zle their ſight to looke at us, would throw them to the 
ground, and make them fall backward , as the Souldters 
did, when they came to apprehend Chri#,. 1ehn 18, 6, 

The verie holynes of 1ſrae/s Campe, would confound the 
armies of the Aliens, Holynes would driue our cnimies from 

us. All /nne and finners ſinke , and fall at the preſence of 

holynes, The ſame excellencic in God, is that which ſcarres 

all from comming neare unto him , who dwelleth in that 

light of holynes , Which none can attaine unto: in ſo much Tim, s,r6, 


of his owne uncleanneſlſe, and that wonderfull holynes in 
God, Peter, in the ſenſe of his owne impuritie, bids Chri/# 
to depart from him , Luke 5,8, or he muſt runne away 
F from 
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from Chri/?, Yea holynes in an Angell, which is but a 
ſparcle of Gods holynes, made thena ſo affrighted Dax,10,7, 
and Zacharie fo perplexed, he knew not what to doe, Luke 
1,12. And certainly, holynes in Gods people, which 
they haue by communication, and participation from God, 
is that, which if it were in a morc exccllent degree, would 
ſkarre their enimies, and make them ſhrcinke before them, 
This Rom. 13,13. is called their armoxnr of /ieht , which in 
truth ſo flaſheth in the ſore cyes of the world, and dazel- 
eth them , that they are able to doe nothing againſt them 
who weare it. As ſ{inneand impuritic hath a ſecret kinde 
of force, whereby we are weakened,and doth fight againſt 
us ; ſo holynes hath a ſecret yertue to worke as much fox 
us. | 

Fourthly ; holynes is to be choſen for it (elf, it is a qua- 
litie ſo glorious. In regard of this, no queſtion, Balaar 
cryed out, when he viewed the Camps of 1ſrae/: ſaying ; 
How goodly ave thy tents, O Iacob , and thy tabernacles, © If- 
raell, Num. 24. 5. 

Fiftly ; everic place ſhould be ſuitable to the Maje/7re 
and facred nature of the perſon therein, Therefore, our 
Camps where God walketh, ſhould be holy : which to be 
is ſuiteable to his Maje/7re and nature, If a King ſhould 
come and walke among us, there would be ſuch care to 
haue all things comely and pure: ſo, in that God hath his 
refidence among us, his place muſt be holy. Yet cannot 
he contraCt any impuritie, be the place what it will be. As 
the ſure ſhyning with his light into the moſt noyſome & 
filthy vault, yetis free from impuritie notwithſtanding ; 
No more is God defiled , by any the moſt noylome place : 
yet hedelights to finde his owne cleanneſle , where he is 
plcaſed to come, 

What remaines then , but that we labour and ſtrive to 
bc 
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be holy, to haue holy Campes , and holy leagers. It was 
ropheſied Zach. 14. 20. that on the be//s of the horſes 
ſhould be written, Zolynes 70 Tehovah, Meaning, that the' 
warres,and Camps under the Gofe//ſhould be holy warres 
and holy Camps. The horſe is a warlike beaſt, See 7ob 39. 
Prov. 21, 31. andby Syechaoche in that place of the Pro- 
pher , may comprehend other things belonging to the 
Campe. And when holynes is engrauen upon the horfe, - 
what ſhould the Rider haue on him, but holynes alſo ? 
That ſo our Camps and wars may be anſwerable to that 


the Lord requires here.  Objec#, But, will ſome lay, is it ojjc. 
poſlible for our /eagers to be ſo? Af. Is it poſſible ? why ,,;,, 


not? were ita thing impoſſible , God wonld not haue re» 
quired it of them or us, Poſlible it is through grace , and 
the meanes conſcionably improved, And we ſee holynes 
in ſome, therefore I ſec not, but it may be more general! : 
which takes away the vaine obje&0n of many, who thinke 
becauſe they are Souldzers, and follow the warrs, they hauc 
nothing to do with ho/res, ſuppeſing it ynough for Prea- 
chers and others to be carefull for holynes, But, God would 
haue the Camp holy; now what is the Campe, but thoſe 
who make the Campe , which are Soldiers : wherefore 
Souldiers muſt not caſt off the care of holynes. This holy- 
nes ſtanderh in abfteyning from all evill , whereof before, 
Secondly,in doing the contrarie good: and the rule of ho- 
lynes, is that of the .2po/le , Phil, 4, 8. Whatſoever things 


, are true , Whatſoever things are honeſt, Whatſoever thrngs are 


j«&t, whatſoever things are pure, Whatſoever things are loutly , 
Whatſoever things are of good report if there be any vertue,and 
if there be any praiſe, thinke on theſe things. 
Now the meares requiſite toward a holy Campe, are 
ſpecially theſe, 
The firſt is; that everic man beginne with himſelf, to 
F 2 IC- 
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reforme himſelf. If everie man cleanſe his owne dore, 
we ſhall haue cleane ſtreets: ſo, would everie man 
cleanſe himſelf , we ſhould have a holy Campe. Waſh 
thy heart, ler. 4, 14. everic one his heart. Purge your hands 
gee ſinners, and purifie your hearts ye double minded. Iam. g. 
Everie one that hath this hope purgeth himſelf , euen as chriſt 
# pure. 110hn 3.5. And for cxample to the reſt, let the 
Leaders and Chieftcins, Heads and Commanders firſt be ho- 
ly. If the eye be —_ the whole bedie i full of lieht : if they 
who are chief in place be holy : ſo will the reſt be alſo. 
It was admirablie ſpoken of Ioſhuah, chap, 24. that he 
and his houſe would ſerne the Lord : Firſt he , and then his 
houſe, never would his houſe be, if he would not goe 
before in reformation. So ſhould everie Worthze in the 
Lords Camp ſay : Iand my Souldiers will be holy, and 
firſt be a patterne himſelfe of holynes to them, and be a 
living and walking image of Gods holines among them. 
Againe 1ude. 7.17. Looke on me and do likewiſe, ſaid Gideon 
to his men. So they would , no queſtion , beholdhim, 
and doe as he ſhould doe. Nothing poylons a Campe 
more, then when the infeQion begins at the head, Te 
the fountaine be bitter, the ſtreames can be no better, 
When Officers, and ſuch as ſhould be preſidents and pat- 
terns of holyncs tothe reſt , when ſay, they are un- 
cleane, prophane, no marvell though the private Sout 
aier be no better, When they will drinke drunke,when 
they will ſwearc, and ſwagger, when they will take li- 
centious libertie to themiclues,it is no wonder,though 
| their followers doeſo toe. Secondly ; Gods holy oras- 
ances rauit be in the Campe. The word eſpecially , or 
trueth of God, and Diſcipline, divine and militarie. The 
Diſcipline of Gods word, to ſuſpend from the Sacrament 
indiffercntly, all obſtinate unholy perſons, to { ol the 
cleane 
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cleane from the uncleane, the precious om the wile, Ter.1 5, 
19. And diſcipline militarie, muſt not lye dead, but muſt 
be exerciſed impartially , upon one and other offending, 
and (o, ſecond the former : Els your preachers may teach 
holynes, till their brainesfall out at their browes, and to 
none end, This then muſt be exerciſed in purging your 
Camps of open and notorious ſinners and ſ{innes, as un- 
cleannes of Fewes, drunckennes. And none mult be borne 
with, nor ſuffred, that will not be reformed. Pſal. 101. 
I Will early deſtroy all the Wicked of the land , and cutte off all 

Wicked doers from the cittie of my God, Prov. 20. 26, A Wiſe | 

king ſcattereth the Wicked,and bringeth the Wheele over them, 
that is, incorrigible wicked ones, whom no other meanes 
will do good unto. See , for the exerciſe of Martial diſci- 
pline in the Lords Catnpe Exod, 32, 27. Put everie man his 
ſword by his fide, and goe in and out thoroughout the 
Campe, and aye, &c, Levit, 24.16, He that blaſpheameth 
the name of the Lord ſhall ſurely be put to death, Num, 25, 
The juſt puniſhment of Zimr: and Co2bi for their wicked 
preſumption, But as once the Prophet , ſo may we com- 
plaine, Habac, 1, 4. The laW is licked, &c. an clegant me- 
, faphor from the pu/ſe , which in a dying man bates faint- 
ly, and retires : ſo when the law of juſt diſcipline beginns 
to ſlacken, it argaes a dying, reipub/ique , and is verie omi- 
nous. ' As they had their paddle readie to rid the Campe 
of their excrements : ſo muſt Diſcipline be uſed to ridde 
the tents of all the wicked excrements of finne. And as 
Chri#t whipt the buyers and ſcllers out of the Temple : ſo 
be couragious, you whom it concerneth, to reforme all e- 
normities, And looke eſpecially to thoſe tippling-places 
in your Camps, the verie ſincks, and nurſeries of all impu- 
ritie, It followeth in the 17 verſe, There ſhillbe no Whore 
of the Daughters of Iſraell, nor a Sodomite of the ſonnes of 
TY tract, 
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Ifrael , meaning none permitted, Num.s,2, 3, Command 
the Children of Ijrael , that they put ont of the Campe , everie 
Leaper , everie one that hath an iſſue, Whoſoever is defiled 
by the dead, both male aud female ſhall ye put ont, Withont the 
Campe ſhall ye put them, that they defile not their Camps , in 
the mids of Whom I dvvel/, Muſt Leepers be put out, and 
ſhall they be ſuffred in the Camp , who hauea worſe Lea- 
prefie , of all wickednes, cleaving unto them , to infect all 
they come neare? So then, the word of God which is ho- 
ly, his holyand bleſſed trueth, muft be diligently taught, 
by holy men, whole liues may caſt forth holyncs to 
others. And the ordinances of Diſcipline Ci2i// and Fe- 
clefnaiticall, ſubordinate tothe Word, The onc is to plant, 
the other to preſerue holynes in us, 

Thirdly ; to make choife , as ncare as we can, of the be#f 
em, What hopes of a holy Camp, when the ſubject mat- 
ter is not pickt , whercof the Romans were not a little care- 
full, as may be ſeene in their wars. By making chojce, of 
the beſt men, I meane not, the beſt zimbred men , but the 
beſt conditioned : not onely he that hath not a tattred out- 
ſide, but whoſe minde is not ragged. Make option of the 
moſt ſtayed, civill, and beſt diſpoſed , and not ſuch as 
Tepthab and Teroboam entertained, vaine men Indg. 11: 3- 
2 Chroz,13.7. The ſkumme of men , fitter to fill priſons 


and 7ajles, then places of better note ; & to become dennes 


of theenes, then an armie of Saints, Such (as one ſayth)who 
it the Diuell ſhould offer a ſtipend unto , would not refuſe 
him ſervice, and be-more faythfull to him, though it were 
to beare armes againſt God himſelf, How happic were it, 
if our Camps were rid of ſuch. And I haue often thought, 
that if, as we find Deur, 20. Iudg, 7. they that had built 
houſes , and had not dedicated them ; planted vineyards , 


: and had not caten of the fruite of them , betrothed wines , 


and 
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and had not taken them, I fay, if they muſt be caſhtired 
and be gone from 1/raels Campe , what ſhould a world 
of our debauched men, profeſſed drmkards , robbers , 
ſwearers, fornicators and ſuch like cattell, I wonder what 
they ſhould haue done there? I know, we haue not all 
ſuch (God forbid!) but ſome not more noble in blood 
then in vertue, ſtayed, ſober, religious men, fearing God, 
and eſchewing evill , in great meaſure : but the num- 
ber of ſuch is rare, and of the other multiplying. What 
is the reaſon we hane ſo many of the one fort, and ſo 
few of the other ? Is it becauſe the goodare tewer,and 
we cannot get them? whichallo is true; but is itnot 
rather, becauſe we ſtand not (a great number of us) up- 
on the grace, and goodnes of the men we take on, 
whether there beany bluſh, orappearance of any in 
them , chuſing our men, as Samuel and the reſt would 
haue thoſena Kzne, 1 Sam, 16, 6, 7. looking on his conn-

regarded, but that is notall : there is ſomewhat els to be querela) qui

And theſe be the principall meanes to make a holy 
Campe , we can doe no more then propound them , 


and pray the Lord to giue you hearts to improuc wo 
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And therather to ſtirre you up , hearken to a motiue ; 
two or three, for the concluſion of this point. 
 CWotines toward a holy Campe, and holynes in our perſons. 

The firſt is; Holynes will call more unto us , and 
make men more in loue with our profeſſion, from 
which many are, and may be juſtly daunted, becauſe, 
holynes is ſo greata ſtrangerto us, The Complaint 
hath been old, bur as true as ancient : 

Rara fides, pietaſque wiris, qui caſtra ſequumtur., 

Wherefore, manicarc out of loue with the pro- 
feſſion, and forſweare the Campe, which with unſa- 
vourie ſinne of all ſortes , doeth ſtinke in the noſ- 
thrils of the world, or the civiller ſort of it, Oh how 
many would Sarzitie and true reformation in our Camps 
invite unto us, and what a gloric holynes would adde 


to our profeſſion , honourable in it ſelfe , but would 


be double honourable , by the acquiſition of this fur- 
ther grace. 

Secondly ; The continuall dangers we are in, and 
ſubje& unto , calleth upon: us to labour to be holy. 
For then, let what come can come , we are ready 


| for death , if that be readie for us. Then mayeſt 


thou ſay with Conrades in the hyforie : Let the Perſian 
CArcher ſirike me, I will dye in an aſſured hope, and with 
that arrow, as with a Chariot, come unto that re#t , which 


ſhall be dearer to me , then if I ſhould with a baſe ordina- 


fe kinae of death , in my ſinnes , ende my aayes in my 
edde. 

Thirdly; then ſhall you be ſure of Gods gracious 
preſence among you for good, and againſt all evil; 
plainly intimated here, If they would labour for a 
holy Camp , they ſhould haue the holy Lord among 


them , whoſe preſence ſhould be all in all to co 
ut 
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but if otherwiſe, let us not expe God among us, unleſſe 
it be to confound our armies, It ſuites not with a &zg, 
to walke in dung-hills, or to be ſcene in noyſome pla- 
ces, and will God walke among our Camps, if we haue 
no care to ſweepe-his paths? 

The ſecond branch of this Concluſs con followeth : That 
he ſee no uncleannes in thee, Whieh is the negative part 
of the order touching their Camp. Molynes there muſt 
be, uncleannes there ſhould not be, | | 

uncleannes | Ervah (ignifieth nakednes, and denoteth 
that uncomely part , whercon man beftoweth more a- 
bundant honour. Geref. 9. Cham diſcovered the naked- 
nes of his Father. So called in Hebrew, becauſe it ſhould 
alwaies be covered: Sinne being denominated nakednes 
in the ſacred tongue , argues the manner of ſinns attaching 
us by propagation : Pſal, 51, [1 ſinne did my Mother Warme 0 - 
me.

kednes of linne, is the preateſt deformitic , that ean be 
imagined : The ugly , monſtrous Old man is without al 
forme or beautic. But, as with ſome people the pureſt 


black is the purelt bewrie : ſo is it with ſome men, the

Men will not ſufter their filthie nakednes to be ſeene, 
and therefore , they will clap, and keepe their garments 
about them, and rather weare ragged, then none at 
all. Yet all covering externall will never hide this ſpi- 
rituall nakednes. Bodily, nakednes requires bodily co- 
vering , and that is enough : Spirituall nakednes requires 
ſpirituall covering : Put ye on therefore the Lord Neſus 
Chriſt, Roms, 13.

Num, 23, 
Not becauſe he cannot, but becauſe he will not, and he 
caſts a coycring of his ſonne upon them, Should God 
ſee uncleannes in us, he ſhould breake out upon us. Lord 
if thou beholdeſt iniquitic , who can ſtand. Pſa/.130,z. 
/ Secondly; we mult therefore, beware of defiling ous 
>ſclues with finne,the rather, When Chi/dren are uncleane 
by rude behaviour, all bemired and dirtie, they are afraid 
of their Fathers ſight : ſo ſhould we be afraid, that Cud 
ſhould ſee the uncleannes of any ſinne in us, from whom 
we cannot hide it, In the 24 chapt. of Dewt. verſe 1, it 
was permitted, that if a man had perceived EZrvarth dabbar, 
ane uncleannes in her whom he had taken to wife unto 
him , he might put heraway : and will God joyne him- 
fſelfe to us, if we cheriſh the unclcannes of ſinne in 
us? 

The ſecond generall thing is , the reaſon of the order 
for holynes , and againit uncleannes in them ; follow- 
cth in theſe laſt words ſaying ; Had twrne aWay from thee, 
or, from after thee, Hebr. The Chalde ſayth here, fraft 
his WO RD turne away from doing good unto thee. Sce 
this of turning away from them, to doc them good. 
Ter. 32, 40. 

Obſervation 6, Sinne forceth God to leaue , and turne 4- 
Way from 4 peopie , and that in great diſpleaſure. Tf. 59. 
2. Tour iniquittes haue ſeparated betvreenc you and your God. 
Sinne, (fayth one) is a Schiſmatique. And this is the 
Schiſme and rent which it makes betweene God and us. 
Hoſea 5, 15. 1Will goe and returne unto myplace, till they 
acknowledge their offence, Meaning (as here he ſpcakes) 
he would turne away from them, - So the Lord turned 
G2 away 
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away from Sampſon. Inde. the 16. and 20 verſe. 

The zeaſos is firſt ; that which was partly giuen in 
the former point, Ire cannot endure finne, Had. rt. 
13. He is 4 God of pure eyes, and cannot looke upon finn, 
a moſt impure objec, 

Secondly ; Sinne is that which turnes away from his 
law [aria] and the righteouſnhes of his nature , and 
: 1s moſt contrarie to him. 

v Thirdly ; Sinne turnes us away from God, there- 
I fore the Lord turnes away from ſinne, and us be- 
cauſe of finne. 

Conſett, r. Whythen, it is no ſmall matter for God 
to turneaway from his people. And this appears al- 
ſo by the bitter complaint hereof, in the church of 
God , among his people, when God had turned from 
them , and the woefull effects thereof, threatned 
Dentr, 31,17. 1 will forſake them , and hide my face from 
them , and many evils and troubles ſhall befall them. Lord 
it is no marvell, though many evils doe betall us, 

when thou the fountaine of all good doeſt leaue us ! 
Hoſea 9,12, Tea, woe unto them, when 1 departe from 
them. | 

As when the Sunne gocth away from our Bos 
zon, he turnes away all his light and comfort fro 
us, and leaues us to grope in darkenecs : ſo when 
God turnes away from us, we are bereaved of all 
oma He turnes not away alone ; The Sunne when 

e comes to us, comes with a great deale of com- 
fort, with much refreſhing through his bright ſhy- | 
ning rayes , and ſ{weete influence of his beames. | 

( And truly the light is ſweete , and a pleaſant thing us it © 
zo behould the Sunne, Eccleſ- 11.

Tour iniquities haue turned away %YY 

theſe things , that is , all thoſe good things before , 

ſpoken of ) and your ſinnes haue withholden good thines 

from you, Terem. 5, 25, 1 haxe taken away my peace from 

thu people, euen loving kindnes and mercies, ler. 16, 5. 

Firſt, God takes himſelfe away, or we by our ſinnes 

and foule tranſgreſſions turne God away , and looſe 

all bleſſing with him. As when the King goes a= -, 

way , his court followes him , his attendants, and all 

goe away\ with him , and nothing remaines but a 

naked place: ſo when God turnethaway , his Court 

of attendance , and all thoſe good things, as Con= 

comitants, doe whecle about with him. Which, 

aboue all things in the world, ſhould make us care- 

full, as we tender the reftdence of God among us, 

yea as we tender our liucs, the lite of our hues, 

that by Sinne, we turne not God away from us. 

For the Toye of the Lord is our flrength. Nehem. $, 10. 
Secondly ; this ſhould teach us , that we ſhould 

no ſooner {ce uncleannes and ſinne , but like God, 

away we ſhould turne our {clues from it , with loa- 

thing indignation. As when we behould an object 

leſſe ſavorie, and pleaſing to our ſent and fight, we 

turne away and goe aſide, hide our cycs , and ftop 


our noſes : ſo there ſhould js evill boldly preſent 
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it ſelfe to us, but we ſhovld divert our ſelues. And 
ſo it ſhould appcare, that there is ſomewhat of that 
true hatred of finne in us, which is moſt infinitely 
in God, which if we did, God would the leſle , nay 
not at all turne away from us, 

Thirdly , and laltly ; Behold here, the loath- 
ſomenes of ſinne , the vileneſſe and the filthineſle 
thereof, moſt intollerable , in - thar it makes the 
Lord 'turne away from us , yea from his beloved 
people. 

Nothing (my Brethren,) can be fo odious to 
us , to make vs turne away in diſdaine, to make 
us forlake and withdraw our ſelues from it, as finne 
and uncleannefle. is to G OD. It is that which 
torceth him to abandon his people with a tempo- 
rarie dereliftion , untill they returne : and the wic- 
ked with an eternall deſertion, 

It muſt be a great matter muſt make us turne a- 
way from thoſe who are deare unto us. Gods 
pcople are his children, jt muſt be a ſtrange thing 
muſt make a Father turne away from his children. | 
They are his Spowle, 'and therefore Sinne is ſome 
, greate abhomination, that conſtreineth the Lord to 
leaue them. 

When we turne away from any thing, we turne 
away from a Scrpent, from a Bafſilike , from a 
Toade, from a ſtincking Carkaſſe, which is moſt 
noylome, or, wee turne away from our enimies, 
whom we hate, and of whom we are hated.

we turne away from. We never turne away from 
that which is amiable, louely and faire ': but what 
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js accurſed, and miſerable, and worthilie of it ſelfe Y 
ro be deteſted, oh what an abhominable and beaſt- 
ly thing is ſinne, a moſt uncleanc uncleanneſſe, and 
impure impuritie, which makes God to turne 
away from us, becauſe of that? 
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
